Muny thousands were attracted from the country, 
ind the unusual activitv of Sunday life in Terre Haute 
euve to the town 4 gala appevrance, 

The men went to the Fair Grounds with bravado, 
imagining themselves part of a Roman populace; the 
women in fear of the horrors they might see, and the 
ehildrenin wonderment. The spectators were thrilled 
even Lefore they had seen either man or bull. 

At a moment of hushed expectancy a small door 
under the grand stand opened and Neromus strode 
alone out into the arena, The gladiator wore a thin 
sleeveless shirt and trousers, 

Next all eyes were centered upon the door of a pen 
from which the bull would emerge, The tension was 
more than some of the spectators could bear, and they 
nid their faces in their hands. The door was finally 
opened, and as two men, each with «a rope’s end in his 
hunds, appeared, a great murmur went up from the 
“rand stand and from the field, where thousands stood 
massed, 

Suddenly the Lull dashed through the opening, all 
shackeled with ropes and straps, dragging with him 
the halt dozen men who held him captive. He threw 


his horns high in the air, stood tor a moment in 
astonishment at the strange sight before him, then 
snorted defiance and strugyle.! to tree himself, 

Finding himself powerless to release himself, he 
hounded forward again, as if anxious to meet whatever 
danger was in store for him, dragging the men with 
him, 

The bull was lithe and muscular, and it was plain 
that he lacked none of the bravery and confidence of 
the gladiator, who had glanced a moment at his adver- 
sury-to-be, and then stood smiling loftily, with appar- 
ent unconcern, 


At last the bull was brought, with much effort, to the 


centre of the arena, and at a point about 100 yards 
from the excited throng inthe grand stand. He also 
had been wildly cheered. 

Neromus turned and walked toward the bull. Around 
his waist was wrapped a licht lasso, and twisted over 
his shoulder was a small scarf meant to be used if 
necessary to save his life by blindfolding the bull.

Neromus clung to the beast and tried to trip him, at

those who watched that the man must soon tire trom 
the terrible exertions he was forced to make in clinging 
tothe frantic animal, Suddenly there was acry ot 
horror. The bull had thrown the gladiator henvily, 
and as the man fell his enemy deftly switched his 
bead in such a way that it met with fearful impact the 
head of the gladiator, The blow struck Neromus full 
in the forehead, and as he struck the ground his limbs 
gave no movement. 

“He's senseless!" “Save him!"’ were some of the 
cries that rose from the throng. 

The quietness of the gladiator was only for a second. 
He was not unconscious, and had no doubt devoted the 
second of inactivity to thinking out what he must do. 
He loosed his hold of the bull and crawled with great 
swiftness toward the animal's flank. The bull stepped 
on him several times as he did this, and appeared to 
dig its hoofs into his body. 

Neromus glided with snake-like deftness away from 
the bull, then rose to his feet. At the same moment he 
shot out the lasso, which he had uncoiled in some won- 
derful way, and the noose fell over the head of the 
bull. He tightened the noose until the bull was nearlv 
strangled, The animal's strength was as nothing under 
this machination of his foe, and when Neromus ran 
toward a fence, taking up the slack of the rope, the bull 
followed as if all power had deserted him. 

The six men once more made the bull fast with 
thongs and straps and led him back to the centre 
of the big arena. Again the bull was loosed of his 
bonds and Neromus held the same position as before, 
except that he was on the other side of the animal. 
The bull jumped into the air, the man clinging to its 
neck, 

Around and around went the two in a series of 
furious plunges. A big hole was torn in the ground by 
the hoofs of the bull and by the roughly shod feet of 
the gladiator, for the bull many times swung him so 
that his feet struck the ground with great force. 

By this time the spectators had become more calm 
and were better prepared for whatever ill-fate might 
befall the gladiator. His pluck had increased their ad- 
miration for him,and had alsc, it seemed to them, 
lessened the chances for harm to come to him. 

The stolidity of the throng was greatly shaken, how- 
ever, by the next move of the bull. He started off 
across the arena, dragging Neromus with him, and 
stepping on him, it seemed, at every Jamp. 

From the distance it could not be told how Neromus 
was bearing the tax upon hs energies, and it was 
thought that he must be almost at the end of his 
strength, for it did not seem possible that a humuan 
being could have the power longer to support so ter 
rible a tension on his muscles, 

The next instantacry of horror went up from the 
throng. 

The bull had placed his head close to the ground, and 
had thrown himself over so that as he fell he had car 
ried Neromus with him and under him, 

“He's mashed !”’ yelled a man, and there was a babel 
of exclamations of fear and horror. 

To the astonishment of everyone, Neromus arose 
with the bull, apparently unhurt. 

Quickly as betore, and as cleverly, the gladiator ran 
like a flash away from his enemy, leaving by way of 
his flank, and once more shot out the lasso, which fell 
unerringly over the head of the bull. Cruelly it was 
tightened until the tongue of the bullhung out. He 
was at the mercy of his foe, and no cowardly mongrel 
could have followed his master with more servility 
than did the bull as the man ran with him to the fence, 
where the six men, with ropes, awaited the progress of 
the battle. 

By the next move Neromus practically admitted 


| defeat, for when the bull was again dragged to the 


centre of the arena none of his thongs was taken off 
und the noose still remained about bis neck. 

Neromus clasped bis arms about the animal and 
struggled. The wonderful powers of endurance of the 
man were now shown, for undoubtedly he had been 
subjected to a test before which almost any other would 
have fallen, 

The bull stood as a rock, still and stolid, 900 pounds 
of bulk. Thecry from the spectators was now one of 
astonishment, for Neromus lifted the big bull bodily, 
gave the body a sudden twist and the animal rolled 
overon the ground. He was immediately released, 
and was once more thrown with ease. To make 
known the fact that he had absolutely conquered the 


bull, teaching him who was master, Neromus, as he 


held the animal to the ground, untied the ropes and 
straps, and, as a climax, slipped off the noose. Then 
he held the bull on the ground long after the bonds had 
been carried away.
